PAPER ON DH. CHARLES 
WILLOUGHBY. 


“Charles Willoughby, 
aper on “‘Charles Willoughby, 
M.D., Fellow of the King and Queen’s Callege 
of Physicians.” 

Charles’ Willoughby, son of Sir Francis 
Willoughby, a Major-General in the Army of 
James I., graduated B.A. at Oxford in 1649. 
and was e a Fellow of Merton College. 
He studied medicine in Padua, and graduated 
M.D. there in March 1663-4. Afterwards he 
settled in Dublin, became a Fellow of the 
College of Physicians, and was elected Presi- 
dent in 1675. He was one of the founders 
and the first. "“ Director '' of the Dublin Ehilo- 
sophical Society, to the Proceedings of which 
he contributed two papers. In 1690 he wrote 
a paper on “The Climate and Diseases of 
Ireland,” which, in 1857 was published in 
the Proceedings of the Academy. Recently 
a long letter from Archbishop King, then 
Bishop of Derry, commenting on this , aper, 
has been found in the Library of Trinity 
College, and is now published for the first 
time, together with other letters from Dr. 
Willoughby to the Archbishop. These etters 
throw an interesting light on the medical 
practice in Dublin at the end of the YVIIth 
century, and on the views then held 1: bent 
political economy. Dr. Willoughby died in 
1694, having given his Aerbarium vivum, a 
collection of botanical specimens, which he 
had made in Padua, to Merton College, where 
it is still preserved. 

A paper by Messrs. A. K. Macbeth, 1.A., 
D.ise., and Hugh Graham, M.8c., was read. 
Tt was entitled “The Action of Sulphor 
Chloride on Ammonia and on Organic Bases.”’

A STATE OF WAR. 


THE POWERS OF. THE KING’S 
BENCH. 

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Lord Justice O'Connor, 

Mr. Alexander Lynn (instructed by Mr. E. 
W. Proud) applied on behalf of Miss Mary 
McLaughlin for an order of habeas corpus 
directed “to the Governor of the Limerick 
County Jail and Gerard O'Sullivan, Adjutent- 
Genera! of the Irish Free State, commanding 
them to produce the body of her brother, 
John McLaughlin. Counsel moved on the affi- 
davit of Miss McLaughlin, who stated that 
her brother was arrested, she believed, by 
military on the 17th December, 1922, and 
lodged in Limerick County Jail. To the best 
of her knowledge he was stil] in the prison im 
custody of the military. No charge had been 
preferred against him in any civil court. Bhe 
was advised that since the 6th December, 
1922, the Legislature of Southern Ireland had 
been the Parliament (Oireschtas) consisti 
of the King, the Senate and the Dail, an 
that there had not been any Act passed by 
that Parliament in the manner provided by 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State con- 
ferring upon the Army Council or  ÁroWwkl 
body any extraordinary powers whatsoever. 

Connse] said that he was not questioning 
the right of the military to arrest and detain. 
The meaning of this application was that they 
might afterwards attach to it a writ of pro- 
hibition prohibiting the military authorities 
from treating this prisoner other than as a 
prisoner of war. The Free State Government 
had no right to create new crimes and to fix 
extraordinary penalties to them without a 
special Act há Parliament. That was ex- 
clusively the work of the Legislature. The 
King could grant or withhold his assent to 
any bill; and the action of the Government 
was an interference with the prerogative of the 
King. Military courts must consist of officers 
who had commissions signed by the King, and 
it had not been pretended that these Free 
State officers had any such commissions. The 
existing military courts, not being properly 
constituted in accordance with the forms of 
law, had no authority to act as they had been 


acting. : 

Lord Justice O'Connor said that this ap- 
plication, in his opinion, was absolutely un- 
sustainable, and he failed to see on what 
ir oaty whatever it was brought forward. 

fore the 6th December, when Free State 
came into being, the argument that was ad- 
vanced by certain persons claiming to be en- 
titled to a writ of habeas corpus waa that the 
Provisional Government as such had no right 
to have an Army. That was the only argu- 
ment that was advanced or could have been 
advanced. That proposition was carefully con- 
sidered by the King’s Bench Division and also 
by the Court of Appeal, and the contention 
was rejected. But whatever shred of argu- 
ment could have been advanced before the 
6th December on behalf of a person detained 
by the military disappeared entirely when the 
Free State came into being, because then, un- 
questionably, the right to have an Army could 
not be challenged by any person with any 
show of reason whatsoever The present ap- 
plication sought to challenge the right of the 
Free State Army to detain any son upon 
grounds which seemed to them equate. He 
had nothing whatever to do, nor had that 
Court, with the adequacy of the grounds upon 
which detention was exercised. But as long 
as this curious state of war existed in Ireland 
the King’s Bench Division, which, of course, 
still remained, and would remain until the 
establishment of the Free State Courts, had 
no authority whatever to interfere with the 
action of the military autnérities, He must 
refuse the application.

He asked to have the case further 
adjourned on the same ground as that on 
which it had been previously adjourned. 

Mr. John O’Byrne (instructed by Messrs 
James O'Connor and Co.). for t' Plaintiffs, 
did not oppose a further adjournment. Mr. 
de Valera, it appeared, had not been served 
with any of the documents in the case. but 
Mr. Justice Pim. in his order, had made pro- 
vision for that matter. 

Mr. Justice Powel] again sdtourted the 
ease till Monday next.

GAMING ACT PLEADED. 

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Lord Justice O’Connor, in the action 
of Harry Peard, of Castleknock Park, Castle- 
knock, Ce. Dublin, v. P. J. Colgan, of Bal- 
inegepps. Clane, Co. Kildare, 

Mr. Dockrell (instructed by Messrs. Mont- 
gomery and Chaytor), on behalf of the plain- 
tiff, applied for an order for fina) judgment 
for £70 against defendant. Counsel that 
he moved on the affidavit of Mr. Peard, who 
set out that the sum of £70 was due in 
respect of betting transactions which the de- 
fendant had with him in the month of August, 
1921. The defendant had filed a defence in 
which he pleaded the Geming Act, and he 

ad also sworn ap affidavit in which he set 
out that he was a farmer and that the plain- 
tiff was a bookmaker, and that the amount 
alleged to be due was in respect of betting 
transactions between the plaintiff and bim- 
self. The defendant referred to the defence 
and to the fact that he had pleaded that the 
alleged contracts were bets on horse races, 
and that they were by gaming and wagering. 
Counsel. admitted, under the circumstances, 
that he could not carry the motion. 

Lord Justice O'Connor said that this motion 
had been brought forward obviously not in 
any hope that it could succeed, but merely 
for the purpose of drawing public attention to 
the conduct of the defendant. He had some- 
times seen applications made, and sometimes 
granted, to let off a plaintiff who brought a 
motion of that kind. He saw no reason to 
let the plaintiff in thig case off the costs. 
It was not the business of any judge to 
express in that way disapproval! of an Act of 
Parliament. If he were to discuss the matter 
at all he would say that the broad policy 
of this Act of Parliament seemed to him to 
be very wise. It was not for him to express 
disapproval, but to say that this kind of 
motion should follow the general principle 
in regard to any motion that failed, and par- 
ticularly a motion which could not from its 
inception have had the smallest chance of 
success. He would dismiss the motion, with 
full taxed costa. 

Mr. J. P. Kenny (instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann) appeared for the de- 
fendant. 


SEQUEL TO A COLLISION.

The action was 
brought by the plaintiff, a motor car owner, 
to recover damages for injury to his motor car 
and consequential loss and expenses occasioned 
by a collision hetween the plaintiff's motor 
car and the defendant’s trap in Rathgar 
avenue on the 22nd December last. The 
amount involved did not exceed £59.

NEW WORK AT-MARINO.

Ai deputation representing the Dublin 
building trade waited on the meeting of the 
Dublin Corporation yesterday, in reference to 
the state of unemployment in that industry: 

Mr. Thomas Boyle, speaking on behalf of 
the deputation, said that he was deputed by 
the Dublin Workers’ Council, which repre- 
sented over 50,000 workers, to ask the Council 
to speed-up the housing schemes which they 
had under congideration. Owing to the ex- 
tent to which unemployment had grown in 
the building trade they found it absolutely 
necessary to appeal to the Corporation to 
create employment. ‘They fully recognised 
the efforts which had been made by the Cor- 
poration in the past, but he ventured to say 
that there had never been a case of more 
urgent necessity brought forward than the 
one on behalf of which he now appeared. He 
hoped that they would go forward imme- 
diately with their housing schemes, and that 
their hands would not be tied by the usual 
red tape. 

Mr. Somerville, another member of the de- 
putation, spoke of the desirability of starting 
the Marino scheme, Clontarf, as soon as 
possible, He urged that the report to be 
submitted that day should be adopted. 


428 NEW HOUSES. 


Councillor P. 8. Doyle subsequently moved 
the adoption of the report of the Housing 
Committee, approving the utilisation or lands 
at Marino for housing purposes. He | 
a tribute to the’ work which had been done 
in connection with the initial stages of the 
scheme by the late Councillor MacCeoilte. It 
was the largest scheme tha: had been carried 
out by the Corporation, and the .ite was re- 
garded as a model one, but the intenttons of 
the Committee were not fully carried out, 
having regard to the decision of the Local Go- 
vernment Department as to the grant, which 
was not to «exceed £500 per house. Jt was 

roposed to build on a filty-acre section 618 
bais but it was agreed to defer building 
on the proposed new thoroughfare. . They 
would now erect 428° houses, leaving a share 
aside to give private builders and cthers an 
opportunity of putting up a different class 
of house, either residential or, business houses. 
Irish manufactured materials: would be used 
as far as possible. The Local Government 
Minister had agreed to sanction the assy ing 
out of the excavation work, the laying o 
sewers, water mains, etc., by direct labour; 
but 75 per cent. of the men to be employed 
on the work are to be men.bers of the regular 
Corporation staff. : 

Councillor Moran said that, except for a few 
defects, the report was a magnificent ove. 

Mr. O’Toole seconded the motion, and the 
report was unanimously adopted. 


SELECTION OF WORKERS. 


Alderman A. Byrne, locum tenens for the 
Lord Mayor, said that before he had come 
into the Council room a deputation of unem- 
ployed had waited on him to ask for informa- 
tion as to what method was te be adopted to 
get workers for the Marino housing scheme 
or any other scheme under consideration. 
They had complained to him that they could 
not get in edgeways, and thought that tur 
were not getting a fair chance to obtain wor 
from the Corporation. He had promised the 
deputation that he would have the matter 
brought before the meeting, and he would 
like to know who had the selecting of men 
for work undertaken by the Corporation in 
connection with these schemes. 

Councillor P. S. Doyle said that as Deputy 
Chairman of the Marino Housing Committee 
he could not answer the question, because 
they had nothing to do with the employing 
of the men. The work was given by con- 
tract, but there was a proposal for direct 
labour for a portion of the work. 

The Town Clerk explained that the develop- 
ment work was largely done by the perma- 
nent staff of the Corporation. He did not 
know how extra men were selected, but he 
took it that application would be made to the 
builders’ labourers’ section of the. Transport 
Union. But he understood that very few 
axtra men would be taken dn at all. 

It was suggested. that a committee be set 
up to inquire into the manner in which extra 
men were taken on, but no decision was 
arrived at on the matter. :

MILITARY -FUNERALS.—Yesterday the 
funerals of Lieutenant John Kelly, Sergeant 
Gerathy, and Sergeant George Gorman, of 
the National Army, took place at Glasnevin 
Cemetery. Mr, Kelly and Sergeant Gerathy, 
who both belonged to the Dublin Guards, 
were killed in an ambush at Kilfeacle, Co. Tip- 
perary, on Wednesday. Sergeant Gorman 
was accidentally shot dead at King George V. 
Hospital on Thursday night. 

TEMPERANCE UNION’ SALE. — The 
annual sale of work in connection with the 
World’s Women’s Christian Temperance Union” 
(Ireland) wae held yesterday in the Centenary 
Church schoolroom, St. Stephen's Green, 
Dublin. The sale was most successful. The 
stalls were well supplied with useful and at- 
tractive articles ond buyers were numerous.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR ROAD REPAIRS. 
—The County Sligo Surveyor has suggested 
to the Coolavin District Council that it should 
borrow £1,000 te cover repairs to roads. The 
Council decided not to borrow any money at 
present, as it considers that the damage to the 
roads was caused by outsiders, and that the 
Government should contribute a proportion of 
the cost of restoration. 

BALLINASLOE ROADS.—So bad is the 
condition of the reads in the Ballinasloe urban 
district and so dirty are the streets that a 
member at the last meeting of the Urban 
Council suggested that a Joan should be raised 
in order that, improvements might be made. 
The Surveyor said that a loan withonut.a grant 
would be useless. The only remedy was to 
procure @ supply of granite '& road material.

FAIRS FORESTALLED.—The Dublin and 
Cork branches of the Irish Cattle Trade Asso- 
ciation have complained to the Thurles Urban 
Council that the local. fairs are held three or 
four days before the advertised dates, with the 
result that when buyers attend there is no 
stock to be had. At a meeting of the Council 
it was stated that cattle were ‘‘ exposed for 
sale"’ from two o'clock on the afternoons 
before the:rea] fair days. 
could prevent buyers attending before the 
advertised day if it wished, but the Council 
would not alter the custom.

A FATAL ‘ CHARM.”—Extraordinary 
evidence was given yesterday at an inquest 
on a ‘Belfast child named Ellen McFarland 
Rice, of Carlow street. A doctor said that 
someone had blown into the child’s ear, in 
the belief that this would act as a charm 
and cure blisters which had been caused by 
boiling soup. What was thought by the 
“‘charmer’’ to be a friendly act had caused 
death from septic poisoning, the person’s 
breath being full of deadly germs. ‘the girl 
was sitting beside the fire on January 14. A 
pot of soup was boiling on the grate at the 
time, and as her mother was lifting the lid 
some drops fell on her head and entered the 
ear. She was treated at the Mater Hospital 
for burns, being told to come back for further 
attendance, but did not return, Death 
occurred on Friday. The Coroner ordered the 
adjournment of the inquiry, so that further 
iedecuiation about the “‘charmer”’ could be 
obtained. : 


DERRY INFIRMARY FINANCES.—Lon- 
donderry County Council received a deputa- 
tion’ which asked the Council to increase its 
annua] contribution towards the expenses of 
the Londonderry City and County Infirmary. 
It was pointed out that the expenditure last 
year was £7,509, £2,782 less than that of the 
previous year. ndonderry Corporation con- 
tributed £1,200, |the County Council £240, 
while the remainder had to be raised by sub- 
scriptions. The Infirmary Committee owed 
the bank £6,500. In reply, it was explained 
that the contribution of the county and city 
hes been divided on the basis of the number 


‘lof patients treated from each. There was a 


resolution on the books of the County Council 
to the effect that it was prepared to increase 
its contribution by 50 per cent. on condition 
that the Infirmary Committee decided to have 
its accounts andited by the Local Govern- 
ment Board. The deputation undertook to 
furnish a statement showing the numbers of 
jatients treated from the county and city 
i during the last five years. The audit of the 
books by the Local Government Board suditor 
is to take place shortly. 


SUCCESSFUL APPEAL.—In the Northern 
Court of Appeal vesterday Messrs. Harry Fer. 
guson, Ltd., May street, Belfast, automobile 
engineers, appealed against a dismiss on the 
merits in an action brought against Mr. 
Arthur A. Stringer, trading as the Station 
Cab Company, Donegal! Pass, motor pro- 
prietor, to recover £40 for loss and damages 
sustained by the plaintiffs by reason of the 
negligence of the servants of the defendant 
in the contro] of asa motor lorry at Donegall 
quay, Belfast, on June 10 last, as a result of 
which plaintiffs’ motor car wag damaged The 
Lord Chief Justice reversed the decision of 
the Court below, and gave a decree for £23 
2s. and costs, holding that the driver of the 
lorry had exceeded the regulation speed at 
the docks, which was four miles an hour, and 
was otherwise guilty of negligence. 


BELFAST HARBOUR TRAFFIC.—The 
annual returns of the Belfast Harbour. show 
that during 1922 coal imports increased by 
169,712 tons, and flax by 1,743 tons. iron 
and steel sheete and plates fell by 8,316 tonsa 
Tobacco exports increased by 372 tons. 
Lioyds Register Returng show that on January 
1 there were 11,039 tons of shipping laid up at 
Belfast against 66,515 on October 1, 1922 
The decrease is entirely due to improved trade 
which has brought a number of steamers into 
use again 

R.M.’3 AS CORONERS.—A suggestion of 
the Londonderry County Council that resi- 
dent magistrates in Northern Ireland should 
act also as coroners has been rejected by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs on the grounds that 
persons brought before a resident Magistrate, 
sitting as a coroner, might later have to ap- 
pear before the same resident Magistrate, sit. 
ing as @ Magistrate; and that the number of

A Northern newspaper stated last week 
that Lord Glenavy had addressed a letter 
to the Government of Northern Ireland— 
ór, at any rate, to some member of that 
Government—on the subject of Irish unity. 
Since the statement has not been contra- 
dicted we may presume that it was true. 
Is is admitted, however, that the letter 
was marked “strictly private and con- 
fidential” ; and, while Lord Glenavy is 
inured, no doubt, to politica] criticism, 
he has cause of complaint against some 
body’s breach of confidence, That the over- 
ture was persona] is established by Presi- 
dent Cosgrave’s disclaimer, on his Govern- 
ment’s behalf, of any knowledge of the 
letter—a disclaimer which we accept witlr 
out the slightest hesitation. Lord Glenavy’s 
prudence in writing such a letter at this 
time may be questioned. He ought to have 
realised, perhaps, that his position as 
Chairman of the Senate of the Free State 
Parliament removed him from the category 
of citizens who can express their personal 
views freely without any danger of im- 
plicating Governments or parties. On one 
point, however, there can be no sort of 
dispute. Lord Glenavy may. have com- 
mitted a faur pas, but every patriotic 
Irishman wil] have the fullest sympathy 
with his intentions. A united Ireland—a 
permanent bridging of the gulf which 
yawns to-day between North and South— 
is the earnest desire of all who, in their 
different ways, are striving for national 
peace and progress. 

The English Press is busy with the 
supposed terms of Lord Glenavy’s letter, 
and it is possible that he may decide to 
stop foolish or fanciful speculation by 
making them public at an early date. 
In the meanwhile, decent people will 
respect his desire for privacy. Of course, 
the elements of any possible settlement 
between the two Irish Governments are 
obvious to the humblest intelligence. It 
must be a matter of give and take. The 
ideal of a united Ireland postulates: a 
single Parliament, in. the. country’s 
capital, for the whole country. “There | 
would be. profound and lasting. joy 
throughout the twenty-six counties if the 
six could be induced to exchange the 
Imperial Parliament at Westminster for 
the Free State Parliament in Dublin. If 
however, the six counties are to be per- 
suaded at any future time to make that 
radica] concession, they must receive in 
return the most ample and most elaborate 
guarantees for their local integrity and 
security. Our own view of the situa- 
tion remains unchanged. We are con- 


is not merely desirable, but. essential, 
it must come as the result of a 
gradual and, perhaps, slow process of 
healing. We are convinced that any 
attempt to force the issue now would do 
far more harm than good. In particular, 
we are convinced that a conflict on the 
boundary question in the near future 
would be fatal. A truce upon that ques- 
tion now is a vital condition of any Irish 
settlement. On theday when the Boundary 
Commission is constituted the prospects of 
unity will be shattered for the life-time 
of this generation, 

Without seeking to canvass Lord 
Glenavy’s proposals, we can imagine no 
advice or appeal from him that could not 
be addressed more usefully to his own 
Government than to that of the Northern 
State. When Southern Ireland has de- 
nounced Northern bigotry and prejudice 
to her. heart's content the fact remains 
that at this moment she can offer the 
North no inducements which could be ex- 
pected to tempt the least bigoted and 
least prejudiced of men. Disorder reigns 
to-day throughout Southern Ireland. The 
Free State’s writ runs, as its Minister 
for Home Affairs has admitted, with 
limping foot. A war of destruction is 
being waged against the railways which 
is killing trade and is piling up a vast 
bill of costs for the.Southern taxpayer. 
A Northern Minister could not travel to 
, Dublin to-morrow on business of State 
with any assurance of a safe and unin- 
terrupted journey from. Belfast. We do 
not question the courage or sincerity of 
our own Government’s efforts to suppress 
outrage and to enforce the law. To refuse 
to believe that it will be successful in the 
end, and that national peace will be the 
victor in its breathless race with national 
bankruptcy, would be a surrender to 
counsels of despair. In the meanwhile, 
however, we have no right to denounce 
the North's unwillingness to share our 
troubled fortunes, be impatient | 
because these brother-lrishmen, careful of 
their hard-won gains, prefer to stand 
aloof. Overtures of unity must await a 
more propitious day. Until that day 
comes the best that we can do—and it 
will be much—will be to keep the road to 
unity clear of every stone of offence.

Bacteria. 

The actual discoverer of bacteria has 
not been identified, and his identity 
matter of no ‘great moment. 
They were bound to be discovered 
as soon as sufficiently strong lenses 
were manufactured, and one. of the 
earliest known references to them was 
made at the close of the sighteenth 
century by an amateur optician who 
examined the tartar scraped from human 
teeth under a glass and discovered living 
organisms moving about in it. He wrote 
to a friend commenting on the fact as a 
matter of curiosity, but failed to grasp 
the scientific importance of his find. It 
is to Pasteur that ihe pathological signi- 
ficance of the microbe first appealed, and 
he laid the foundations of medical 
bacteriology, as we understand it, So, at 
least, the world believed until to-day. 
Now, however, comes a French antiquary 
with a recently discovered medical work, 
written by one Anstruc, court physician 
to Louis XV. in the second quarter of the 
eighteenth century. From this it appears 
that Boile, a Paris physician, in 1726 
claimed that a large number of diseases 
were causeu by “small animals enclosed 
in the blood,” and that they could be 
cured by the encouragement of other smal] 
animals which pursued and destroyed 
them, “as hunting dogs destroy hares.” 
Here we have the whole sum and 
substance of pathology in a nutshell. 
Dr. Boile’s successors have done little 
else but isolate the disease germs and 
their enemies and put them against one 
another. Boile, as might have been ex- 
pected, was denounced as a charlatan and 
was hounded from Paris by his less in- 
telligent confréres. He is not the only 
medical pioneer to have suffered that fate.

R.D.S. RECITAL, 


HAMILTON HARTY QUINTET. 


The recital! given by Mr. Hamilton Harty 
and his colleagues yesterday, under the 
auspices of the Royal Dublin Society, was 
devoted: to ensemble for piano and wind 
instruments. This recital always awakens 
much interest among the musical people in 
Dublin, for it is possible to form a judgment 
concerning new tonal effects. 

When one considers the enormous’ difficul- 
ties that exist for wind-players in combining 
their totally different tone qualities, it must 
be admitted that the Harty Quintet has 
achieved much. Its playing of the beautiful 
Quintet in E Flat, (>. 16 of Beethoven was 
delightful in its purity and perfect balance. 

It is a work which reflects the same 
atmosphere that. is. to be found in the latest 
Mozart and Hadyn Chamber music; though 
not published until 1801, it belengs to the 
1796 period of the master. 

The andante cantabile, with its plaintive 
melody that recurs again and again through 
the maze of variation, was an example of 
perfect blending of the instruments,

M. Marius Plateau, a leading Royalist, aud 
editor of the Royalist newspaper, L’ Action 
Francaise, was shot dead this afternoon by a 
young Frenchwoman, Mile. Germaine Berton, 
said to be an anarchist, who afterwards at- 
tempted to commit suicide. She was removed 
to hospital with a bullet in the chest. 

The young woman had made an earlier, but 
unsuccessful, attempt to-see M. Leon Daudet, 
the well-known Royalist Deputy, who is the 
director of L’ Action Francoise. Then. she 
asked to see a member of the editorial staff, 
and was interviewed by her victim. 

M. Plateau received five bullets in his body 
at close range from a small revolver, one of 
the shots passing near the heart. His assailant 
reserved the last cartridge for herself, and 
— to have fired quite coolly. 

Vhen brought before the examining magis- 
trate, Mllé& Berton declared that she had shot 
M. Plateau in revenge for tho of 
Almereyda and Jaures. She admitted that 
the man she really wished to kill was M. Leon 
Daudet, and that she regarded her actual 
victim as merely a second best.

BUT is READY TO FIGHT 
POLAND.

MOSCOW, Monday. 

The Russian man-in-the-street, as well as 
the Government leaders, want peace. After 
the destructive, and then the unproductive 
phases of the revolution, Russia is concen- 
trating her mental and physical energy to- 
wards rehabilitating industry and agricul- 
ture. 

Russia knows that, owing to the delicately 
interlaced and interwoven politica] factors of 
Europe, it must inevitably become involved 
in a general war, thus interrupting the 
economic. reconstruction process which is in- 
dispensable to the success of the present 
régime. Russia cau, therefore, be expected 
to make all efforts, even to the taking of 
desperate efiorte to prevent a general con- 
flagration. 


POLAND’S RESPONSIPILITY. 

This does not mean that Russia will not 
fight, if forced,. against Poland. Russia 
could stir up nationalistic patriotism of al! 
classes, which would threaten Poland’s 
existence. 

As a hich Army official remarked to me 
to-day, “ If Polan 
she can have it. Nor are we afraid of 
French ammunition shipped to Poland. This 
simply’ means we won't have to manufacture 
ammonition ourselves.”’ 

If. Poland forces the Soviets to take up 
arms, undoubtedly the “Red” Army would 
form contact with the German workers. 
Then not fearing a connter-revolution. the 
German Communist revolution must follow.

A FAMOUS SOCIOLOGIST AND 


ZIONIST.

PARIS, Monday. 

Max Nordau, the famous philosophical 
writer and sociologist, died here to-day, after 
a long illness. He was 73 years of age. 

Dr. Max Simon Nordau was born in Buda- 
pest, of poor parents, on July 22, 1849. He 
studied medicine and took a doctor's degree, 
but at the same time devoted himself to 
literature, and published a number of poems, 
stories, and essays. 

His active association with the Zionist move- 
ment, of which he afterwards became the 
leader, dated from the time when it was 
initiated by Dr. Herzl, with whom he at once 
joined forces. ' 

On the occasion of the first Zionist Con- 
gress, when Herzl was elected President, 
Nordau was chosen as first Vice-President. 

Because of his “ enemy ” birth. Dr. Nordau 
was interned in France during the war, but, 
on giving his parole, he was released, and 
staved first in Madrid and later iri London. 

After the conclusion of peace he returned 
to his Paris home. The war filled him with 
the gloomiest forebodings concerning the 
future of civilisation, and in 1916 he wrote 
an article which appears almost prophetic in 
the light of present happenings. 

‘* Whoever. conquers,”” he asserted, ‘‘ what- 


sult is certain—the utter 
Europe. The.vanquished will carry back an 
intolerable exasperation, and: even-the con- 
querors will soon be pervaded by deep dis- 
appointment and wrath when they realise 
the fact—as they will—that their. efforts, 
sufferings and trinmphbs. will have — yielded 
them no palpable benefit whatever.”

Major-General Farnsworth, Chief of In- 
fantry, under whose directions the tests were 
made, believes that the inventicn will place 
American, infantry musketry, which was 
always good, on a new standard.

The Dublin Corporation yesterday by sia 
teen votes to twelve adopted a report of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee re- 
commending the payment of half salary or 
wages to the dependents of untried em- 
ployés who are in military custody or in hos- 
pital. The report led to a lively debate. 
Nearly forty young women occupied the 
gallery at the back of the Council) Chamber, 
and speakers against the motion for the adop- 
tion of the report were subjected to a cease- 
less fire of interruptions. The majority of 
the speakers only made themselves heard with 
difficulty, avd efforts to call the gallery to 
order met only with partial success 

‘Mr. P. T. Daly declared that he would 
propose the adjournment of the meeting, and 
the Chaiman (Alderman A, Byrne, loeun 
tenens for the Lord Mayor), said that the con- 
sideration of the report would have to be de- 
ferred indefinitely unless the disturbers a)- 
lowed the members to speak. These repeated 
warnings gained an occasional hearing for

THE REPORT. 


The Committee's report, recommending the 
payment of half-pay to the dependents of 
Corporation employes in jail or in hospital 
in consequence of recent disturbances, stated 
that the Law Agent had advised that there 
was a possibility of the proposed payments 
being surcharged. 
The Law Agent’s opinions were appended 
to the report. He said that he thought that 
the Council had not power to make any pay- 
ndents of a committed pri- 
soner. Ii the Committee decided to pay the 
dependents of an untried prisoner, who was 
afterwards convicted, all payments thus made 
might be surcharged. 
Alderman O'Reilly moved, and Councillor 
J. Bohan seconded, the adoption of the report. 
Councillor M. J. Moran, in opposing the 
motion, said that the report referred to people 
who were arrested by the military authorities 
and were still detained. But they had read in 
the papers that the President had stated that 
any of those people who signed a document. 
the purport of which was not to take up arms 
against the-Govrernment or aid or- abet- others 
in doing so would be released forthwith 

Mr. P. T. Daly—There is more than that. - 

Mr. Moran said that if they signed thi« 
document they would be released, according 
to the President, and to his mind that was 
the serious portion of the report. If the 
Council agreed to the propoaal to pay half the 
wages and salaries of those seule in deten- 
tion, they would be encouraging that which, 
in his opmnien, was leading to the destruction 
of the country. Op that, principle alone and: 
on the advice which the Law Agent had given 
he was going to oppose the report. 


REASONS FOR PAYMENT. 


Mr. P. T. Daly, in supporting the motion 
for the adoption of the report, said that no 
one was more surprised at the attitude of Mr. 
Moran than he, because of what Mr. Moran 
had done for the members of their staff who 
were interned in 1916. And was not the same 
question involved now? (Shouts of “No 
and “ Yes’’ in the gallery.) Nothing had been 
done to prove whether some of the men in 
detention were innocent. or guilty, and, ac- 
cording to legal advice, until they were proved 
guilty they were empowered to pay them. 
Why should they abandon that principle new? 
Was it because a Government was in power 
which was responsible to the Irish people and 
not to England? He had been reading some 
leading articles on the matter. but he was not 
going to be intimidated by what thev said in 
the action which he was taking in support of 
the report. He was prepared to fight any 
issue raised upon the question, bectuse he was 
doing what * thought was honest by the 
men employed by the Corporation. 

Mr. Bohan, in supporting the motion, said 
that if it were true thet those men were 
interned without charge or trial the people 
who were left without a bread-earner should 


be supported. 
COMPLAINT. OF INTIMIDATION. 


Councillor George Lyons opposed the re- 
port because of bis seite of. responsibility to 
the citizens. Councillor Daly had said that 
he was not going to be intimidated.

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SHOT IN TAXI-CAB, 


INQUEST ON MR, SAMUEL 


HINTON, 
AN UNHEARD “HALT.” 


-——— > - 


Dr. M. Maughan, Deputy City Coroner, held 
an inquest in Fitzwilliam Nursing Home, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon, on the body of 
Mr. Samuel H. Hinton, Chief Cashier of the 
Bank of Ireland, College Green, who was shot 
Sn the head on Thursday night last while 
driving to his home in a motor car. — 

Mr. M. A. Corrigan appeared for the 
military authorities; and Mr. J, H. 
McLoughlin, solicitor, for the next-of-kin. 

Sir William Wheeler, who gave medica! 
evidence, stated that Mr. Hinton, when he 
saw him, was suffering from a bullet wound 
in the back of the head and neck. Death was 
due to fracture of the base of the skull and 
laceration of the brain, caused by a bullet. 
*; was impossible for him to say what 
direction the bullet was taking. 


MILITARY EVIDENCE, 


Lieutenant James Crosbie, Beggar's Bush 
Barracks, stated, in reply to Mr. Corrigan, 
that at about 11 o'clock on Thursday might 
he was in charge of a patrol in Lower Mount 
street, and was “holding up"’ motor cars in 
he ordinary course. The ‘patrol “held up” 
several cars near the corner of Mount street, 
and the witness was on the point of stopping 
a car when his attention was directed by the 
shouting of ' halt ' several times. When he 
heard the shouts he saw the headlights of a 
motor car coming from the direction of the 
city towards the patrol. This car did not 
stop, but continued along towards Merrion 
square, and he lost sight of it. He heard 
shouts of “halt ” again, and then shote. As 
soon as he heard the shots we went towards the 
scene of the shooting, and about 100 yards 
from the corner of Merrion square he saw a 
motor car pull up. On looking into the car 
he saw a man in the back of it with blood 
on his shoulder. He ordered the car to 
proceed to the nearest hospital, with its occu- 
pants, wbd sent one of his men with it. He 
received orders from the barrack officer 
commanding before he came ott to “hold 
up’ all passing cars, tramcars, and civilians, 
and to halt all cars three tmes. If a car 
did not then stop the orders were to fire. 
ee | by Mr. McLoughlin, the 
eitpess said that the patrol was on the middle 
of the road, and that the lamp at the corner 
of Mount street and Merrion square was 
lighted at the time. He heard the order to 
halt repeated for times, at intervals of a few 
wconds. There were very few people about, 
He saw the leader of the patrol running 
towards Merrion square shouting “' halt '" four 
times again, and then shots were fired. 
Sergeant-Major Williem Buckley, Beggar's 
Rosh Barracks, stated that he was in charge 
of the advance party of the patrol. He had 
‘ust passed a motor car on to Lieuténant 
Crosbie when he saw another car comin 
from the aty. He roared out “ halt," an 
repeated the order about four times, and at 
the turning of Merrion square he heard some- 
one else shouting “*halt.”” The car dia 
halt, but turned round the corner into Merrion 
square, East. He called “halt” again, and 
two other voices called halt. The car did 
not stop, and he gave orders to Sergeant 
McCann and Corporal McLea to fire over the 
car. The order was obeyed, but the car did 
not stop, and the witness fell on his knee and 
fired at the wheels of the car. The car went 
on about ten yards, and then pulled up. The 
witness approached the car with the sergeant 
and the corporal and questioned the driver 
as to why hé did not answer the challenge. 
The driver stated that he thought it was 
children calling on the car to balt. The hood 
of the car was up. The witness had received 
orders to fire over the heads of anyone who 
did not halt after they had been called on 
three times, and if they did not halt when 
chajlenged the fourth time, to fire into them. 

Crossexamined by Mr. McLoughlin, the 
witness said that there was no pe across 
Merrion square, and Merrion square was not 
blocked for traffic. He fired very low for the 
purpose of disabling the car. 


FIRED IN THE ATH. 


Sergeant James McCann, dA oe 
Barracks, another member of the patrol, 
stated that he saw the car approach- 
ing, and Sergeant-Major Buckley and 
Corporal McLea called “ halt.” e wit- 
ness also called on it to halt four or five 
times, byt it did not stop. He got an order, 
which he obeyed, to fire in the air. He fired 
one shot and Corporal McLea fired another. 
A — of seconds afterwards, Sergeant- 
Major Buckley fired anotber shot. Sergeant- 
i Buckley and he asked the driver why 
he did not, halt when challenged, and the 
driver said that he thought it was children 
on the street. 

Corporal Daniel McLea, Beggar's Bush 
Barracks, corroborated the evidence of the 
other military witnesses, and stated that 
when he received an order from Sergeant- 
Major Buckley he fired one shot. He himself 
shouted “halt ' once. 

By Mr. McLoughlin—He was directed to 
fire over the car. 

Captain R. J. Sherlock, Officer-in-Command, 
Beggar's Bush Barracks, gave evidence re- 
garding the orders issued to patrols. He 
stated that the orders were that if there were 
any suspicious movements, or if a car tried 
to get through the patrol, there was no neces- 
sity for a second order to halt. He was out 
in moufti that rn ht, and saw this particular 
patrol. His eviaence regarding the car agreede 
with that given by the other witnesses, but 
he added that the wind screen was covered 
with dust, which made it difficult for the 
driver to see, and the driver was wearing 
glasses, which made it a little more difficult 
still He had the ammunition of the patrol 
counted when the patrol returned to barracks, 
and found that three rounds were missing. 


NO CHALLENGE HEARD, 


Mr. J. R. Houlihan, 18 Orwell Park, was 
called by Mr. McLoughlin, and stated that 
he, the deceased gentleman, and others left 
the Leinster Club at about 5 or 10 minutes to 
11 o'clock on the night of the shooting, and 
went towards Merrion square. He did not 
lear any shout of halt.

DESTROYED ROADS AND 
BRIDGES. 


FREE STATE GOVERNMENT’S 
PROPOSAL. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Midleton 
Rural Council, a circular letter from the 
Ministry of Local Government was read with 
reference to the maintenance of public roads 
and - bridges, which have been rendered tem- 

rarily impassable during the present con- 

ict. The Ministry suggested that, in cases 
where such proposals for repairs or main- 
tenance would involve an expenditure which 
would place an undue burden on the rates of 
the district, it would be open to the Council 
to defray the cost by means of a loan spread 
over a number of years.

The Chairman (Dr. T. W. Conwav) said 
that the Government were expecting too 
much of the ratepayers in asking them to 
meet such a huge amount of money where 
they had no less than five large bridges 
destroyed in their district. and many roads 
were temporarily impassable. E> would be 
in favour of raising the cost of expenditure 
involved by means of the strikin> of a flat 
rate for the purpose, to be sprea: over the 
whole country. 

Mr. Cotter said that the Government 
should get over the difficulty by providing a 
loan to the various authorities the pur- 
pose.

ROMARKABLE ALLEGATIONS 
IN LONDON CASE. 


Sir Edward Pollock, the Official Referee, in 
London yesterday, commenced the hearing of 
the antique furniture case, in which Adolphe 
Shragg, of Westgate-on-Sea, sued Basil 
Dighton, Ltd, and Basil Lewis Dighton, 
antique dealers, and Harry Walter Lawrence, 
for damages for alleged misrepresentation in 
the sale to him of a large quantity of antique 
furniture. In the alternative he claimed 
£84,800 paid to the defendants upon con- 
siderations which had failed. The defendants 
counter-claimed for over £25,000 as owing on 
furniture. | 
Counsel said that the plaintiff had an idea 
to form a collection of antique furniture, and 
it was his case that hardly any of the furni- 
ture that had been sold to him was genuine 
high-class antique: stuff. Counsel described a 
number of pieces of furniture, which, he said, 
were Mere modern copies of valuable antiques. 
He was charged £610 for an alleged antique 
set of fire irons. silver and steel cogs, and a 
silver bellows, which were copies. Many of 
the prices charged by the defendarte were 
outrageous. Thus £8,000 was spent on French 
furniture, which sum was two or three times 
its value, while the plaintiff paid £3,000: for 
ten Chippendale chairs and seitees which were 
not Chippendale, and had never been de- 
livered. 

The plaintiff. who was a Jew, had a private 
Synagogue at his house, and for this he was 
supplied with an incense burner for £16, 
which cost ouiv a few shillings) When the 
plaintiff wanted to sell some of the furniture 
he called in an expert to advise him, and the 
expert's remarks gave him a severe shock, for 
that was the first time that he had had any 
suspicions that the defendants were not 
supplying him with genuine stuff. As to 
modern furniture which had been bought from 
the defegdants it had been grossly over- 
charged to the extent of thousands of pounds. 
There was an alleged old oak room from 
Rovston Hall, Herts., whereas in point of fact 
there was no such place as Royston Hall. 
Some of the panelling came from a place used 
as a Guiry in High street, Rovston. The de 
fendants charged £1,700, together with £272 
for alterations. 

The hearing was adjourned.

Thirty-five flour mills in the Free State area 
were idle yesterday in consequence of the 
workers having refused to accept a reduction 
in their wages of 12s. per week, in. three 
periodical * cuts.’’ 

In Dublin the mills affected are those of 
Messrs. Boland; Johnston, Mooney and 
O'Brien; Walter Brown and Son, John Halli- 
gan, the North Dock Milling Company, and 
the North City Flour Mills. | 

In these mills about 350 workera are em- 
ployed, and altogether the number of mill- 
workers affected throughout the country is 


Although the workers withdrew their labour 
yesterday, members of the Irish Transport 
Jnion, who are employed in the stables, were 
allowed to look after the horses. 

The output of bread in centres like Dublin 
is. not likely to be affected, as the bulk of 
it is made from imported flour. The per- 
centage of Irish flour which is used in the 
ordinary loaf is small, and supplies of the im- 
ported product are reported to be large. 

As the distribution and use of imported 
flour is being permitted, there is slight danger 
of a bread shortage in the city. 

In country towns, where the use of Irish 
flour is more general, the bread supply may 
be in some danger. 

The shops of Dublin bakers who 
mills were open yesterday, and business was 
carried on as usual. 

ere are no indications of any further 
meetings with a view to effecting a settle- 
ment of the dispute. 

The puting down of the mills produced no 
effect upon the importetion of flour at the 
Liffey yesterday. e practice at the port is 
that freights o from across the Atlantic 
are unloaded into transit sheds, facing the 
deep-water berths occupied by the conveying 
vessels.

ONE IN SIX UNEMPLOYED. 


Thirty operatives and a number of casual 
labourers are out of employment in conse- 
uence of the Labour dispute in the two 
alway flour mills, which are now being 
picketted. The English flour agents are doing 
an improved trade. 

The percentage of unemployed in Galway 
now is nearly one in six. 


POSITION IN CORK. 


In common with the rest of Southern Ire- 
land, all the Cork flour mills were closed down 
yesterday. Cork has four mills, and when 
worki full time these employ about 370 
men. The mill-workers of Cork state that the 
public need have, no anxiety as to supplies 
of flour, for there is no interference with im- 
ports, provided that the old rates for dis- 
charging them are paid to the dockers, such 
as has been done since the dockers’ strike 
commenced. 


WATERFORD MILL SHUT. 
Owing to the strike, Messrs. Ardagh’s mill 
at Poubicow, County Waterford, was closed 
on Saturday evening.

REMARKABLE 
INCIDENT. 


LEWIS GUN TAKEN FROM

National troops in the North Galway dis- 
trict searched a wide sweep of country during 
the week-end. Considerable quantities of 
looted shop goods—drapery, blankets, boots, 
handkerchiefs, etc.—were found in a house.

When armed 
men approached a mene or two ago they were 
fired upon and replied with Mauser rifles.

e Army is accompanying Criminal In- 
vestigation men and Civic Guards in Athenry, 
who search houses where looted property is 
suspected of being concealed. During a 
recent search they were told by a young 
man that the only thing he had in his pos- 
session was a cigar box. This was found : to 
be an inlaid silver cigar box of considerable 
value, and was recognised as having been 
taken from a recently wrecked mansion, 
Some arrests are reported. 

Whilst a Ford car containing a soldier of 
the Nationa] Army was passing Derrydonnell, 
on the way from Athenry to Galway, shortly 
after ge o'clock on Friday evening, it is 
reported that eight shots were fired at it. 
No one was injured. 

At Milltown, where a patro] of National 
soldiers went into a public-house after a 
long march, it is reported that they were 
followed, unobserved, by men with revolvers, 
who deprived them of a Lewis gun. Wide 
searches of the district have failed to recover 
the lost gun. Another report states that the 
soldiers were disarmed.

COURTHOUSE BURNED. 


INTIMIDATING MOTOR

STATION AND TRAIN BURNED. 


A Correspondent writes:—About 7u armei 
men on Saturday night surrounded the v'llage 
of Ballybunion. Five of them called at 
the house of the station master (Mr. Allen). 
which is situated about half-a-mile from the 
station. They demanded the keys of the safe 
and the station, which they said‘ they were 
about to burn. When he gave them tis 
keys they told him that he must accompary 
them to the station, 

Mr. Allen was brought across the fields to 
the railway. He begged of them to allow 
him to remove the books and tickets before 
they set fire to the premises, and was allowed 
to do so, on the plea that he would require 
them to save his character. Howevcr, he did 
not get much time to remove anything, as 
the station, coods store, and a trai», which 
had arrived two hours before from Listowel, 
were ablaze in «bout ten minutes, and were 
compietely gutted within half-an-hour. The 
station master managed to save one carriage 
by pushing it some distance down the line. 

While the fire proceeded the raiders turned 
their attention to the engine shed, where they 
smashed the engine of the burning train, 
also the engine which was wrecked on Wed- 
nesdav, 18th insí This is the second ene'ne 
that has heen put out of action witain three 
days. The Listowel and Ballybunion Rail- 
way Company possessed but three engines, 
ena now they have only one intact to main- 
tain their service, 

At about the same hour as the Ballybunion 
raid the Liselton Station was burned,’ and 
what money that was in the safe was taken. 
Liselton is four miles from Listowel. There 
is not much of the famous one-wheel railway 
left, as two-thirds of its. engines are out of 
action, and two-thirds of its stations gone 
up in smoke. It is feared that this com- 
pany will have to close down, and it will be a 
preat loss to the poor of the district who are 
denending on it to get to Listowel for sup- 
nlies, and to all the railway hands that will 
be thrown ont of work.

FEWER EXAMINATIONS. 


A representative of the Irish Times had a 
conversation yesterday with Dr. Eoin 
MacNeill, the Minister of Education in the 
Irish Free State. 

Dr. MacNeill admitted that it was not an 
easy task to set aside altogether the machinery 
and the system that has existed for a long 
time in the country, Reconstruction would be 


gradual. 

There have been up to now five or six 
authorities, independent of one another, in 
control of educatiog in Ireland. The principal 
was the Board of National Education, which 
has ceased to function, but whose work 
throughout the country is ro continued. 
The next was the Board of Intermediate 
Education, which still exists; the third was 
the Commissioners of Endowed Schools; the 
fourth was the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Education; the fifth was the In- 
dustrial and Reformatory Schools, conducted 
under the management of the Prisons Board, 

All these different authorities were doing 
more or less similar work and overlapping in 
many directions. In addition, various institu- 
tions which provided for special aspects of 
education, such as music and art, and others 
engaged in research work all received public 
money. 

A REAL “NATIONAL” EDUCATION. 

The Universities were apart from these, and 
were governed by their respective charters. 

Some sort of unification was necessary and 
was expected. That unification, said the 
Minister, would be given a distinct orientation 
in regard to the needs of the country. The 

licy of the Free State Government would 
be to combine in that administrative work the 
single idea of building up the nation, while, at 
the same time, allowing the mazimum of 
practical liberty in educational levelopment. 

He would rely upon the teachers to produce 
good, sound education, and only the best 
teachers would be employed. 

The Minister said that during the last year 
the Government had been trying to realise 
what had been the national demand for a long 
time—the giving to education a natienal tone 
and shape. Early last year arrangements were 
made for the teaching of Irish in the primary 
schools for at least one hour a Pama co was 
to say, in those schools whose teachers had a 
sufficient knowledge of Irish. 

In April last a programme was i<sued fn 
which it was stated that all primary educa- 
tion as well as being Irish in outlook should 
be so directed as to turn the minds and efforts 
of the pupils in rural schools towards the 
land, because agriculture would be the chief 
industry on which the economic life cf the 
nation would be based. 

Children should be given opportunities of 
visiting factories. exhibitions, museums, etc.. 
and should be afforded every possible form of 
instruction to fit them for the life to which a 
majority of them would be called. And they 
should acquire the habit of supporting the 
products of their own country. 
IMPORTANCE OF IRISH LANGUAGE. 

The difficulty of development along these 
fines was that the old methods had taken deep 
root, and had imposed a rigid training on the 
teachers. The system of inspection had made 
the whole work somewhat mechanica!, and it 
applied even more to the secondary schools 
than to the primary schools. The first care 
was to see that the Irish language was given 
a better position than it had before. 

But sufficient teachers of Irish were not 
available. His predecessor in tae Ministry 
(Mr. Michael Hayes) inaugurated a scheme 
for the special training of the teachers, and 
last summer a two months’ course of instruc- 
tion was arranged for. 

Of the fourteen thousand teachers in 
primary schools eleven thousand took instruc- 
tion in Irish at the various centres. Teachers 
from the bi-lingual schools were employed as 
instructors. 

A large number of the teachers who at- 
tended this course have since been continuing 
their studies in the Gaelic Colleges, and not- 
withstanding the disturbed state of the coun- 
try the work had been a great success. But 
it was only á beginning. 

With regard to secondary schools, the 
Minister said that he was paying’ special at- 
tention to the work of their development. 
He was convinced that the boundary line 
between the primary and the secondary 
school—if such in ““w “á existed—should dis- 
appear. 

The position at present was that the nation 
made provision for both primary and secondary 
education, and all children, according te 
their capacity, should be provided with equal 
opportunity to make use of the advantages 
afforded by the secondary school. That was 
the thing to be aimed at. 

EQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY. 

The Saorstát Constitution provides that ele- 
mentary education is to be guaranteed to 
every child, and from that he inferred that 
there should be equal opportunity for children 
generally to take advantage of the public 
education that was provided by the national 
resources.

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CATTLE INSPECTIONS. 
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DERRY DROVERS AND AN 
APPOINTMENT. 


A conference was opened at Derry yester- 
day between the Harbour Commissioners and 
Mr. S. G. Tallents, Imperial Secretary in 
Northern Ireland, in connection with the dis- 
pute that has arisen at the port over the 
appointment of a veterinary portal superviser. 

Early in the month Mr. L. P. Knight, a 
Protestant veterinary inspector from Ennis- 
killen, was transferred to Derry, another 
officer, named M‘Closkey, a junior inspector 
at. the port, being maintained as his assistant. 
The cattle drovers, who are mastly Roman 
Catholics, alleged that Mr. M‘Closkey, a co- 
religionist, was victimised by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Knight, and refused to ship any 
cattle unless their permits were signed by 
Mr. M'‘Closkey. 

A few days ago Mr. Tallents had an inter- 
view with the drovers, and pointed out that 
Mr. Knight’s appointment was a matter of 
routine, that there was no intention of dis- 
pensing with Mr. M‘Closkey, and that, un- 
less the obstruction of Mr. Knight in the dis- 
charge of his duties ceased, instructions would 
be issued for the closing of the port entirely 
for the shipment of cattle. 

In the ordinary course of events this order 
would have come into effect yesterday, and 
the conference was called with the object of 
removing the threatened deadlock 

The conference, over which’ Mr. A. A. 
Crockett, the newly-elected Chairman of the 
Harbour Commissioners, presided, was ex- 
pected to last most of the afternoon. 

Meanwhile a considerable number of cattle 
remain in the pens awaiting shipment.

Mr. Johnson said that what he wanted to 
arrive at was that, if farmers had sunk their 
labour, which was unpaid for at the time, in 
the land, they were as much entitled to a 
reasonable interest on that sunken capital as 
any other person sinking capital in any other 
industrial institution.

AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS AT 
1ST JANUARY. 


(OPPICIAL DEPARTMENT REPORT 
CONDENSED.) 

Up till 15th December mild open weather 

vailed. The remainder of the month was 
very wet and cold with occasional showers of 
sleet and snow. As a consequence the 
heavy rain storms large areas of low-lying 
districts in many counties were flooded. In 
the opening weeks such field work as top- 
dressing of pastures, cleaning of ditches, etc., 
was pushed on with under favouring con- 
ditions. The soaked state of the soil, how- 
ever, put a check on out-door work daring the 
latter part of the month. Over most of the 

riod extra fod supplies were not required 
or dry stock on pastures. Straw fodder was 
short, but hay had been well apared and was 
in fair supply generally. Good supplies of 
cabbages, roots and potatoes were available, 
and with these as well as a larger proportion 
of home-grown grain on hands, there was little 
need for, or inclination among farmers, to 
buy outside feeding stuffs with the exception 
of maize for pig-leeding. In the Northern 
counties ploughing had been somewhat 
delayed owing to the wet state of the ground, 
and in many counties no ploughing was 
ible except on high lying or sandy soils. 
the southern area very little ploughing of 
lea land had yet been done. 

Very little wheat — was put on offer, 
as the big bulk of thi iy had been sold, 
The current price for the few lote di 
of was from 22s. to 24s. per barrel (20 stones) 
in Co. Kildare, 238. to 26s. in Offaly, and 
from 26s. to 28s. in Co. Dublin. 

A larger proportion of the oat crop than 
usual at this time of the season remained 
unthreshed. From some counties it was 
reported that the quality of the grain was 
poor and the yield low. In the Midland 
counties the range of prices was from : 13s. 
per barrel (14 stones) up to in some cases 
l6s. 6d., and 17s, for choice samples of white 
oats (Co. Dublin). In Co. Wexford prices 
were from 10s. to 12s. per barrel. In South- 
East Cork the selling rates were around 
7s. 4d. per cwt.'for black oats and 8s. 4d. 
er cwt. for white oats. Rates current in 
Northern markets went from 1ld. to 1s. 1d. 
per stone. 

_ Sales of barley were restricted, and, except 
in some counties, most of the crop remai 
in the hands of growers. Malting samples 
sold within range of 14s to 16s. per barrel 
(16 stones), and feeding barley at from 10s. 
to lds. ity was stated to be medium, 
and from some counties the grain was reported 
as soft and badly filled. In Offaly best malt- 
ing samples fetc 14s. per barrel, and feed- 
ing lots at from 128 to 13s.; in that county 
the bulk of the crop had been cleared, and 
most of it sold for export; some small lots, 
however, still remained on farmers’ hands,

Our Edinburgh Correspondent wires —The 
latest of the long series of big de&ls in Scotch 
whiskey which has just been put through is 
the biggest so far recorded. he old estab- 

lasgow and Leith house of Robert- 
son and Baxter, Limited, which has gone 
into voluntary liquidation, has sold its stock 
of single whiskies, amounting to well over 
one million gallons, to a syndicate composed 
of three or four of the biggest firms of pro- 
prietary whiskey owners.

Ina County Westmeath 
there was a good demand for prime stall- 
feds at uil 55s. per cwt.; stores in the 
same county sold at from 45s. to 47s. per 
cwt., live weight. Milch cows, springers, 
and in-calf heifers advanced steadily in price, 
and demand was brisk. In some counties 
choice springers made up to £°), but the 
general run was from £25 to £30 per head. 
In County Galway calves were in fair de- 
mand at from £3 to £5 each.
